OUR MEXICAN POLICY 


President ‘Wilson has never 
wanted war. In the days when 
his opponents attacked him and 
tried to goad him into the use of 
the armed forces of the. United 
States, he remained steadfast to 
his determination that the blood 
of young American soldiers 
should never be shed except as 
the last recourse in the effort to 
uphold the honor of the nation. 

Once, when even graver even- 
tualities were threatened, the pati- 
ence of President Wilson’s states- 
manship was rewarded by diplo- 
matic victory that made the shed- 
ding of blood unnecessary.

If the sword of righteousness 
must now: be unsheathed the 
American people know that ‘it is 
because peaceful means have beer 
exhausted. If the sword is raised 
to strike, it is because the head 
of the defacto government of 
Mexico refuses to respect the 
rights of America. 

No president ha sever tried sc 
hard to imterpret the real spirit 
of Ameriéa. Mr. Wilson has said 
that he would rather know what 
the men and women, gathered 
around their own fireside, are 
saying than to listen to the ora- 

- tion of the self-appointed, 

In his handling of the Mexican 
problem, President Wilson has 
been guided by the single impulse 
to do what the American people 
would have him do—to exhaust 
all the peaceful means at his dis- 
posal to protect the lives and 
property of Americans, and, fail- 
ing in that, to uphold the honor 
and dignity of the nation by the 
use of its armed forces. 

The note written by the state 
department to General Carranza 
im response to his threat to attack 
he American troops presented the 
complete case of the American 
government against Mexico. As 
in the European situation, when 
‘the ultimatum with its ominous 
note brought full concessions, it 
marked the end of President Wil- 
son’s patience.

THE TRAGEDY OF YOUTH 


Those who have followed the 
newspaper accounts of the Orpet 
trial, especially the accounts pub- 
lished in the more sensational 


newspapers, cannot fail to. have. 


been impressed with the pitiful 
tragedy that it discloses—a trag- 
edy not so much to the body as 
of the soul—a tragedy that was 
consummated long before the life- 
less form of Marian Lambert 
was found in the snow at Helm’s

Marian Lambert and Will Or-

lege course. They were not pro- 
ducts of the slums, but the child- 
ren of self-respecting middle-class 
parents who weve endeavoring in 
every way possible to see that 
they had every possible advant- 
age. Their environment was one 
of culture, of refinement and for 
one of them at least of piety. To 
each of them there was every in- 
ducement to right living—none of 
the temptations that tend to drag 
down and degrade. 2 

And yet we find between these 
two immature children a liason 
that would bring the blush of 
shame to the cheeks of men and 
women twice their age. Letters 
to the dead girl from her sweet- 
heart were offered in evidence 
which were described by one 
special writer as being ‘‘full of 
erude and brutal sensuality that 
dishonored even more the girl 
who received and treasured them 
than it did the boy who wrote 
them.’’ These letters were tied 
with ribbons and were among the 
cherished possessions of poor, 
weak little Marian Lambert! 

It would hardly be just to the 
parents of either the boy or the 
girl to hold ‘them responsible for 
the conditions that brought about 
this state of affairs. Doubtless 
they gave to their children all the 
tender solicitude and care that 
children ordinarily receive from 
parents. It is to be presumed 
that whatever mistakes were 
made were those of judgment and 
not of intentional neglect. The 
world is full of parents who take 
no ‘better care of the moral wel- 
fare of their children than did the 
Lamberts and the Orpets.
